in fury, blowing a hurrk-ano, sweep- 
ing the dock of everything movable und 
throwing the vessel osi its beam ends. 
The steamer shipped a groat deal of water, 
fires wore extinguished, and at 
-1 o'clock 


in the afternoon of Februrary 10 the ves- 
sel, being about to wink, was abandoned 
by all hands with the exception of throe 
men.
